TROUBLE ALSO MADE 
REGARDING BLANKETS | 


The Committee Decides They| 
Should Be Cleaned and 
Fumigated, 


Following the ‘dec ision of the safety | 
and health committee yesterday after- 
noon to discontinue the kitehen at the 
exhibition grounds, there was a small 
riot this morning. It resulted from the | 
stealing of a loaf of bread by one of the | 
men. When reprimanded he assaulted 


the cook and the officials of the camp 
telephoned for the police and had the 
offender arrested, 

This action aroused the cexcutive of 
the league who hastily called an Indig- 
nation mecting and advised the men 
not to go to work until the offender 
had been releastd., ‘This the officiala 
refused to do and since that moment 
the unemployed league has been a 
seething mass of indignation, The 
story as related at police headquarters 
in connection with the disturbance is 
as follows: 

Frank Covk, one of the unemployed, 
being looked after by at the exhibition 
grounds, took a loaf of bread from the 
cook and then assaulted the latter, he 
Was at once taken charge of by one of 
the policemen and brought to the police 
station and charged with asasult. As 
a result of this the executive of the 
unemployed held a meeting this morn- 
ing and decided not to go to work. 
Only about 76 of the 250 went to work, 
while the rest marched down town to 
the I.W.W. headquarters on Fraser aye- 
nue, where speeches are being made by 
the men. The object of this demon- 
stration is to obtain the release of 
Frank Cook, Although it is not ex- 
pected that there will be any further 
trouble,..a_squad.of police are kept in 
readiness in.ease there should be any 
disturbance, 

Men Not Pleased. 

The men are none too well pleased 
over the arrangements made in regard 
to their blankets. The committee de- 
cided that these would be taken care 
of by T, M. Turnbull who would have 
them cleaned and fumigated, Then the 
men who have been longest at the camp 
will be given a pair of these blankets 
when leaving the city for the con- 
struction camps. The members of the 
executive pleaded with the council 
committee yesterday afternoon that the 


men should be allowed to take thelr|ine first r 
prize, a gold medal of hie , " s tly 
blankets as many of them felt) thatline “Revue de la Danse,” a periodi- tions for which will be held shortly, 


they had already worked for them. 

The committee took the view that the 
arrangements to break up the camp 
might not meet the situation fully and 
should these men be allowed to keep 
the blankets the city would be up 
agninst the proposition of purchasing 
a new outfit should another housing 
place be necessary. 

Superintendent Dan Alton reported 
the situation to the mayor this morn- 
ing. He stated that his instructions 
from the committee yesterday were 
carried out, that the men were notified 
this morning that after breakfast they 
must all go to work and at the end of 
the three hours and 20 minutes work 
the paymaster would be present and 
give them each $1. 

Turn for the Worse. 

No particular objection to this ar- 
rangement was noticed until the arrest 
of Cook when the situation took a 
speedy turn for the worse and not more 
than one-third of the men obeyed the 
instructions, However the camp was 
cleared out and will be cleaned up and 
put into shape to turn over to the ex- 
hibition authorities In the condition tn 
which it was received,

Imprisonment Wanted 
Work Closed Down 


WOULD PREJUDICE UNIONS 


Generally Felt That an Inquiry 
Should Be Held Into 
Circumstances, 


Montreal, Jan. 16.—At the annual 
meeting of the Trades and Labor coun- 
cil held last night at the Labor temple, 
at which J. T. Foster was re-elected 
president for 1914, and I. Freichette, 
vice-president, the delegates of the 
Montreal labor unions unanimously re- 
fused to grant the request of the Brit- 
ish Columbia Miners Liberation league 
to the effect of suspending work 
throughout the whole dominion during 
48 hours, commencing January 20, to 
protest against the imprisonment of 
39 miners as the result of the strike 
on Vancouver Island. The general feel- 
ing of the meeting that such a move 
would not assist in any way the miners 
in their demand for the Hberation of 
their comrades who are in prison and 
would cause great prejudice to the 
unions which had made arrangements 
with their employers not to strike 
during a certain length of time, It was 
generally admitted, however, that the 
miners in British Columbia had not 
been given a fair trial by the govern- 
ment, and that a thorough = inquiry 
should have been made into the matter 
before sentencing the men to jail. But 
the council also expressed its surprise 
to hear of such a move being taken 
by the Liberation league before con- 
sulting the trade and labor congress.

Calgary, Jan. 16—Well informed 
grain men assert that out of the story 
that the Borden government was to 
eliminate the duty on American wheat, 
which is now said to have been a 
canard, speculators are believed to have 
made some millions of dollars on the 
rise, and expect to make a substantial 
clean-up again when It becomes known 
that the duty is to remain as it is.

NOTED CANADIAN 
SENATOR PASSES: 


George A. Cox Died at 
Toronto Home Early This 
Morning, 


HAD A STRENUOUS LIFE 


At One Time Held Office in 
Forty-eight Different 
Companies 


His 


Toronto, Ont., Jan. 16.—Hon. George 
A. Cox, senator, philanthropist and} 
business man, died at his residence 


on Sherbourne street, here, this morn- 
ing. For a long time the senator has | 
been ailing but it was only a week ago 
that physicians became alarmed. A 
collapse came Tuesday last from which 
he partially recoved, to be succeeded 
by a second collapse last night and 
the end came this morning. 

“Mard work did it,” said one of his 
co-workers, “no man ever was such a 
worker”! 

The senator was born In 1840, 73] 
years age. His sole interest has eal 
work, and his sole recreation has been 
change of work.” Senator George Al 


bertus Cox, “the financial and indus- 
trial genius of Ontario,” as he has 
been well called, was born at Col- 


bourne, Ontario ,of English parentage. 
His father was a shoemaker. At the 
age of 16 he became an operator for 
the Montreal Telegraph company, two 
years later he was made the agent of 


the company at Peterboro in) which 
place he resided for the following 30 
years, 


While still In Peterboro the youth- 
ful financier became the agent for two 
insurance companies, the Canada Life 
Insurance and the Western Assurance 


company, He was elected mayor of 
Peterboro during this period, and 
seryed in that capacity seven con- 
secutive terms, In 1888, he secured 


control of the Midland railway, which 
later was absorbed by the G. T. P. in 
isst he started the Central Canada 
Loan and Savings conipany and held 
the office of president till the time of 


his death. He became president o 
the Canada Life Assurance company 
and Inter president of the Canadian 


Rank of Commerce, ‘The number of} 
his companies continued to Increase | 
until they included no less than 48, 


of which he was president, viee-presi- 
dent or director at one time, 

Senator Cox's first marriage took 
place in Peterboro in 1882, His first 
waite heing Margaret Hopkins, whose 
Genth occured In 1905. Of the five 
children, four survive, Edward W, 
Cox, Herbert C. Cox, Mrs. A. FE. Ames 
and Mrs, A TL. Davis. The other son, 
Frederick G. Cox, died a few years ago, 

The second marriage wos solemniz- 


ed in 1909 when he was married to} 
Miss Sterling, eldest daughter of 
Waiter Sterling, of Toronto 


The late senator was” a libersg | 
donater to charitable, religious anid 
educational purposes . One of his last 
gifts being $40,000 to the Toronto 
hospital. Though he had a 
proud place in the councils of the 
magnates of the country, false pride 
had no place In his makeup. Whether 
in Peterboro or Toronto, he was 
equally approachable, “One of the 
analities of Senator Cox that 1 
knod,” sald Senator Jaffray, “is that 
he always liked to talk to his employes, 
if he were walking down Wing street 
with the governor and met an engine 
Miner, whom he had been aecustomed 
to speak to, he would stop and shake 
hands with him.” 

It has been decided to hold the fun- 
eralon Monday. It will be of a priv- 
ate nature and no announcement is 
given as to the hour it will be held 
Interment will take place in the family 
munasoleum In Mount Pleasant ceme- 
tery, The cause of Senator Cox's 
death was hardening of the arteries.

SHOWS AGTIMITY 
INMANY RESPECTS 


During the Month 63 Men Are 
Sent Out, Making 273 
to Date, 


WARDEN LYONS HAS 


Gravel Being Hauled, New 
Buildings Erected and 


Land Cleared, 


——- 


In the monthly report of Superin- 
tendent Lyons, of the city farm, he 
gives some important information. In 


the first place there were 63 men sent 
out there by the police department 
during the month, making a total to 
date of 273 since the farm opened less 
than a year ago. 

The next question of interest 1s, 
“What do these men do while they are 
out at the farm, now that there is no 


fleld work?” Mr, Lyons states in his 
report that he has completed a new 
bath and laundry bullding and a large 
addition to the dormitory, so that in 
future it will be possible to take care 
of 45 men at one time. The size of this 
new addition Is 22 x 26 feet. 

Then a portion of the men are em- 
ployed in clearing new land, taking out 
stumps and cutting wood, as a result 
of which there wiJl be an additional 15 
acres ready to break and put under 
cultivation in the spring. 

While definite plans have not been 
made as yet, it is proposed to build 
some important bulldings on the city 
farm In the near future, and, anticipat- 
ing the final decision along this Ine 
the superintendent has been keeping 
the teams at the farm busy getting up 
gravel for such buildings, There is a 
fine gravel bar in the river opposite the 
farm, and this provides work for quite 
a number of the men who are being 
trained while serving the short sen- 
tences Imposed for thelr varying 
offences, 

The scheme is working out very 
satisfactorily, and thus far the super- 
intendent has had very lttle trouble 
with the men. He has the necessary 
tact and can contro] them perfectly 
without resorting to the use of any 
harsh measures, As the city grows 
this farm will prove to be one of the 
best assets, and should be money well 
spent. It is within easy access of the 
city, and when the roads are improved 
will be a very short trip outside of the 
city limits, 


_ TODAY WE CELEBRATE | 


Bi-Oentenary of the Invention 
of the First Typewriter. 

Two hundred years ago today Henry Mills, 
an English engineer, completed the first 
crude inachine designed to do the work 
of the pen, and gave an exhibition of its 
capacities, Which were very limited indeed 
when compared with the wonderful type- 
writers of the present. Two days later 
MIII's application for a patent was granted 
Mill's writing machine would doubtless 
have been forgotlen long ago, except for 
the record in the British patent office. 
Yet Mill is entitled to all the honors of a 
ploneer in any line of useful endeavor, 


land the busy clicking of a myriad typo- 


writers, in offices and homes all over the 
clvillzed world, and = fitted to every 
language, Will serve as a celebration of the 
bi-centenary of his Invention, 

Mill's machine held no comrmerctal pos- 
sibilities, and the same was true of sitnl- 
lar inventions for much more than a cen- 


tury. Ihe first American patent for a 
typewriter was granted to William A, 
Burt, & Detroit inventor, In 1822, It was 
a real typewriter, Dut it was very rough 
and crude in construction, and Its speed 
was a negligible quantity. Only one of 


Burt's machines was ever built, and that 
one was (destroyed by a fire in the Wash- 
ington patent office In 1829, 

In the meantime several European tn- 
ventors were working on the  writing- 
machine problem, and in 1833 a French- 
Inan, Xavier Proyrin, of Marseilles, pro- 
duced @ machine that embraced many of 
the principles of the modern typewriter, 
Ten years later Charles Thurber, of Wor- 
cester, Mass., patented a typewriter that 
was an improvement on all 1ts predeces- 
sors, but 1t was not as rapid as the pen, 
and hence had no practical value, except 
that ft served to Incite others to improve 
upon tt. In Thurber's machine a flat, 
horizontal wheel carried upon its clircuin- 
ference perpendicular typerods bearing 
letters at the Jower ends. He also in- 
vented a cylindrical platen for carrying 
the paper, which was not dissimilar to 
those uesd on the typewriters of today, A 
little later iPerre Foucalt, a blind French- 
man, invented a wrtiing machine for the 
blind that had some of the features of a 
typewriter, 

The next big step toward the perfected 
typewriter was taken by A. E. Beach, of 
New York, who In 1856 patented a ma- 
chine in which the type bars were set In 
a vertical position around a horizontal
